STRIKE IN SHANGHAL. 
‘ LARGE INCREASE IN, WAGES. - 
_ Last Tuesday morning a strike extend- 
ing practically over the whole of one of 
the trades in Shanghai came to a close b: 
the employers conceding a very large ad- 
vance !n wages tothe men. For ‘some 
days. past it has bean known that unrest 
had been manifest among the employees 
of ‘the gold shops, these including gold, 
silver and jewellery workers, and it geemg 
that on Monday matters camo to a head 
hy the men'striking, One estimate of the 
number of men employed in those shops 
ig 3,000, but it is more doubtful whether 
all came out when the order was given to 
cease work. In the Settlement there were 
some waverers, but id is understood that 
from the City and the French Concession 
threats came, and these had the desired 
effect of keeping tho strike going. The 
employers at one period were considerably 
alarmed at the turn affairs had taken, and 
asked for police protection, for in former 
days on attack non the guild has not 
been unknown, but through the good

Probably these strikes would 
pass without atteniion from the foreign 
community, as so many others have done, 
were, it not for the fact that the trade 
union spirit ig in this and other ‘cases 
showing. itself very strongly. Chinese 
returning from Europe and ‘the United 
States have introduced o strong leaven, 
and one example of its presence could be 
noted in whut amounted to the intimida- 
tion of some of ‘the men who were pre- 
pared to return to work for a smaller in- 
crease than the demand made by the body 
as a whole upon the employers, It is 
stated that the spirit and methods of 
trades unionism are every day more ap- 
parent among the * Chinese working 
classes. —V .-C. Daily News.

Tk was further provided that any 
immigrant might, at any time within 
two years after he had entered the Com- 
monwealth, be. required to pass the test, 
and should, if he failed: to do s0,. be ‘a 
prohibited immigrant. The conviction of 
Wong How had heen attacked on the 
grounds thag. bi not heen proved ta 
be a prohibited immigrant, and that if 
he were an immigrant within the meaning 
cof the Constitution Act, he had satisfied 
the onus cast upon him by the Immigra- 
tion Restriction Act of proving that be 
had: not entered the Commonwealth within 
two years hefore failing to pass the test. 
The Court considered that mere entry 
into the Commonwealth was not of itself 
gufficiont .to constitute a person an 
immigrant, but. there must also be the 
intention to settle, or stay permanently, 
or for an indefinite or considerable period 
of time. In the present case it was clear 
that Wong How .must have entered the 
Commonwealth in ‘or before 1908, and.was 
not only prima facie an “immigrant y 
at that time,.but had continued -in fact 
to be one for at least three years. If the
